year-old 
widowed 
mother, 
Mrs. 
Sarah Gant, to the second floor bed­ 
room window of her home near 
here and from a perch on an arbor 
outside fired the load of a 12-gauge 
shotgun at her, instantly killing her. 
His confession as a matricide was 
made 
late 
Sunday 
afternoon 
to 
Chief of Ocean County Detectives 
Ernest Burdge and Detective Victor 
Kondrup, of the state police. 
It 
was preceded by several hours of 
questioning which the young man 
met with an unnatural calm. 
Announcement of the confession 
was made by the police 36 hours af­ 
ter the body of the woman was “dis­ 
covered” by her son who had made 
his home with her since his es­ 
trangement 
from 
his 
wife, 
Mac 
Triplett Gant, also of Lakehurst. 
Give-, No Motive 
According to Corporal David Dow- 
gin, of the state police, who took 
part in the 
investigation, young 
Guilt did not advance a motive for 
his murder of his mother and con- 
ftned his confession to the simple 
statement: "I shot her.” 
It was learned by the investiga­ 
tors that Mrs. Cant sometime ago 
took out a double indemnity insur­ 
ance policy. 
Tile policy, however, 
named no beneficiary. 
Iii seeking a possible motive, the 
police were concerned over a legal 
dispute last June between young 
Gant and his wife. 
On that occa­ 
sion, the young man swore out a 
warrant for the arrest of his wife 
on a disorderly conduct charge. She 
in turn caused his arrest on a simi­ 
lar complaint.
